HE MOTORS NINETY 
MILES OVER PRAIRIE 


Duchess and Princess Patricia 
Spend the Afternoon at the 
Stampede, 


Cochrane, Alta., Sept. 8.—In a 
drenching rain the Governor-General's 
train entered Calgary cm Thursday, 
and in a drenching rain it took its 
departure from Calgary last night, It 
was not, however, until within an 
hour of the royal party's good-bye 
to Calgary that the rain began. All 
day yesterday the weather was pleas- 
ant with intervals of sunshine through 
a clouded sky, way of variety from 
the brilliant weather c€ Friday, which

was a perfect day of unclouded Al- 
berta sunlight and clear atmosphere, 
with the snow-capped Rockies as a 
rim of blue, topped with mother-of- 
pearl on the western horizon, De- 
spite the heavy rain last night when 
Their Royal Highnesses arrived at 
the station to gu ca board the Royal 
train, there was a great crowd to see 
them off, with cheers for the King, 
the Duke, the Duchess and Princess 
Patricia. 

Their Royal Highnesses had an in- 
teresting day of it yesterday. The 
Duchess and Princess Vlatricia re- 
mained in Calgary, While the ivuke 
went out on the royal train to Gleich- 
en, fifity mites east of Calgary, and

The Duke was delighted with 
his day on the plains, which, as he 
remarked in the, pleasant little speech 
he made at the luncheon, had given 
him his first opportunity cf seeing, 
excepting from train, an expanse of 
western country. 

Yesterday’s motor run afforded him 
views of wheat fields to the sky-rim, 
with the heavy crop already largely 
in the stook and with cutting cpera- 
tions in progres Oats, barley and 
flax were also seen, and during the 
day the motors passed large herds of 
cattle grazing on the slopes in the 
vicinity of the water courses. Many 
fine bunches of horses were also seen.
